thing of beauty and a joy forever. 

Dr. Leonard F. Pitk n, of No. 125 West 
Forty-second street, 1s the erig'nater of the 
simple operation by which ugly and prem- 
{neat ears are converted in'o modest and 
besutiful ones, It is net exscily an agreca- 
ble erdeal te contemplate, even f-r the girl 
whe knows that neetling, ehell like ears are 
essential to the success ef her life's ro- 
mance. Nevertheless, it {s painless, effec- 
tive and thereaghly original 

Dr. Pitkin yes‘erday performed in my 
presence twe euch operations, the first upen 
& pretty yeung woman, whe was perfection 
iteelf all but her eare, and the second cpen 
® young medical student whore aural ap- 
pendages stoed out from his head like 
car lage og Both yeung persens were 
anxious to have these physical blemishes 
removed, and in both cases the result 
achieved seemed te be entirely satisfactory. 

THE OPERATION DESCRIBED. 


The operation was more unpleasant to me 
than to the young lady who submitted te it. 
De. Pitzin eeated her in an erdinary 
operating chair, which might be ¢eecribed 
ay a combination barber and dentist’s chair. 
Her hat being removed and her neck and 
shoulders swathed in tewels, she was de- 
clered ready for the operation.

Dr. Pitkin then teok held of the ear and 
injected under the skin ef the fleshy pertien 
or posterter lobe a feur per cent. selution of 
cocaine. 


** The cocaine,” he ssid, ‘‘ will deaden all 
sensation. I shall then cat away about 
three-q carters of an inch of tissuc, shaving 
itawnay close tothe cartilage. This will 
enable me to draw theedges of the woand 
tegetber, thus bringing tne ear close to the 
scalp and eatiicly remeving the deformity 
te which the patient ebjects.”’

Salting the action to the werds, Dr. 
Pitkin seized his knife and made a leng 
{ncisien aleng the line ef unien of the ear 
with thescalp. The bleed gushed forth {a 
a torrent, but was qcickly sepped ap by 
means of an antiseptic spenge in the hands 
ef De. Acken.

{te original rositien. This, he sald, wae the 
most diffisale part of histesk in cess: «jnence 
of the danger of rupturing the nutrient 
artery ef the ear. 

The incisien wae net very agreeable te the 
patient, and for the first time she ext ibited 
an unbeceming paller. Der. Pitkin aabed 
her whether she weuld have a little etimu- 
lant. 

“Oh, no,” she replied, grimly; ‘ge 
ahead.” 

Having washed the weand thoreaghly 
wish a cardelizad solution, Dr. Pitkin pre- 
ceeded to take ten stitches upen each side 
of the several edges, which had the effect of 
drawing them together firmly. The threads 
were then tied securely, and the eperation 
was prenounced complete so far as the ene 
eer was concerned.

We have aiinn the jail, the hospital 
and the asylum and have found ail three 
institutions in a amformly well kept 
condition, good system, cleanliness and 
order are Tigorously observed in them all. 

We take great pleasure in bearing 
testimony to the most efficient manage- 
ment of the hospital, the matron, Miss 
MeVicar, and her staff of assistants being 
most assidious in caring for the comfort 
and welfare of the patients placed in ther 
charge. The institation, however, has 
from its inception been hampered finan- 
cially, suggesting more assistance than 
voluntary subscriptions for its maintenan- 
ce. It appears to us that legislation 
should be adopted holding the municipali- 
ties tributary to the hospitals, responsible 
fort heir ae share of support, in pro- 
portion to the number of patients they 
send to them, the municipalities in turn 
being empowered to colleet their pay- 
ments for patients treated, im the same 
way as taxeser similar levies. In the 
meantime we deem it the duty of the out 
side municipalities to more seriously 
co.sider their respensibilities in the 
matter, and contribute more liberally to 
the support of these institutions. In the 
case of the Brandon Institution @ nurses’ 
home has become an absolute necessity 
from the way present premises are al -eady 
crowded. 

The asylum also we have tound ina 
most satisfactury condition, under Dr. 
Bell and his painstaking acsistants,everv- 
thing being done that well can be for the 
unfortunate inmates.
